Andrew L. Harris had reached 
the age when many politicians, per­ 
haps, considered him past his prime 
when he was elevated to the gov­ 
ernorship of Ohio by the death of 
Governor Pattison. Yet hi* wide ex 
perlence in governmental affairs In 
Ohio, and the high esteem In which 
he was held by leaders and mem 
hers of all parties, made him espe­ 
cially fitted to carry on the admin­ 
istration begun by a man of anoth­ 
er political faith. 
Somewhat contrary to the usual 
custom, Harris, a Republican, bo 
gan his career as a state officer by 
serving a term in the upper house 
of the legislature. 
He was state 
senator for the third district In the 
fifty-seventh

assembly. 


Then tor almost 20 years he played 
little part in politics, but In 1881 
was chosen to represent his county, 
Preble, In the state legislature. He 
served In the sixty-seventh

slxty-eigbth assemblies. 
In 1891 when the Republican par­ 
ty nominated William 
McKinley 
for governor. H arris was given sec­ 
ond place on the ticket and thus 
became lieutenant governor, a po* 
aition which he filled with much 
ability. 
Later, Mr. H arris was again elect­ 
ed lieutenant governor and was on 
the ticket as candidate for that of­ 
fice when Herrick was also a can­ 
didate for re-election as governor
